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INTRODUCTION, 

f Exports of manuiai-turcs (ruin llic rnitwi Stales now excppd 
\ 700 million dollartt pir annum and have doubled in value in a 
single decade. Not unly has the exportation of maniifactuiVB 
doubled in a decade, but the share which pniducts of the factory 
fonn of the total exports is steadily increasing, ]n 1860 manu- 
bcturcs formed but 15 per cent of the total exports of domestic 
products; in 1890 they formed 21 per cent: in 1000, 35 per cent, 
and in 19p6j 40 per cent. 

With tne rapid increase of population in the United States, and 
therefore of the consumption of natural products, the quantity nf 
food and raw materials remaininc; for distribution U> other parts of the 
world has not increased proportiimalely ; and with the develop- 
ment of manufai'turing farilitiee and the trend of ]>opulation to 
the manufacturing centers, production of manufactures has rap- 
idly incrca.sed, and the Bur[>lu8 of these manufactures which may 
be spared for foreign markets has also increased. Foodstuffs, 
which in 1890 formed 42 per cent of the total exports of domestic 
products, formed in 1906 but 31 per cent of the total: articles in a 
crude condition for use in manufacturing, which in 1890 formed 
36 per cent of the total, formed in 1906 but 29 per cent; while man- 
ufactures, as already indicated. increaJ*d their share in the exports 
from 21 per cent in 1890 to 40 per cent in 1906. 

In the decade ending with 1905 exports of manufactures from 
the United States increased 198 per cent, while those from Ger- 
many increased 75 per cent, those from the United Kingdom 40 
per cent, and those from France 25 per cent. This rapid increase 
in the exports of manufactures from the United States has brought 
her to the third rank in the list of the world's exporteis of manufac- 
tures. The four greatest producers of manufactures for exportation 
and the value of manufactures exported by each of Ihcm in 1906 
are as follows: The United Kingdom. 1.400 million dollars; Ger- 
many, 1.000 millions: the United l^tates. 700 millions; and France, 
500 millions. These ligures. however, are approximate only, since 
the figures of the exports of the European countries are not yet at 
hand in sufTicient detail to render iKissil)U^ an exact statement of 
the value of manufactures exported in that year. 

The following table shows at a glance the growth of manufactur- 
ing in the United Stales cini-e 1850: 
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Efforts to obtain statements of the value of manufactures were 
made in each census beginning with 1810, but with unsatisfactory 
results. The census of 1810 placed their value at (145,385,906, but 
an analysis and estimate made by Hon. Tench Coxe, who was 
appointed by the Secretary of the Treasury to consider these figures, 
placed the value at $198,614,471, so that it may be assumed that in 
round terms the value of the manufactures of the United States in 
1810 was about 200 million dollars. From that date to 1350 the 
census returns were so incomplete that no satisfactory estimate of 
the value of the manufactures can be made for that period. The 
firrt census whose figures the census authorities of 1900 deemed 
proper to present as a total of the manufactures of the countrj' is 
that of 1850, and the data are given in the above table, followed by 
those of the census of ISGO. 1870. 1880, 1890. 1900, and 1905. It will 
be seen from these figures that the gross value of manufactures had 
only reached 1 billion dollars by the middle of the century, and that 
it had reached nearly 15 billions in 1905; or, in other words, that the 
increase in the last half of the century was twelve times as great 
as the total at the middle of the century. While no actual figures 
of the value of the manufactures in the year 1800 are obtainable, the 
amount estimated for 1810 (199 million dollars) justifies the assump- 
tion that those of the year ISOO were probably about 130 million 
dollars; and since the census figures of 1900 show 13 billions, it may 
be said in general terms that manufactures in the year 19(X) are about 
one hundred times as great in value as those of 1800. 

The slow growth in the firat half of (he century was due in part to 
the fact that a large share of the manufacturing was still performed 
in the household. \Miile the factory system of manufacture began 
to take the place of that of the household in England in the closing 
years of the eighteenth (.'entury, especially as related to textiles, it 
did not obtain a foothold in the United States until the period 
of the embargo and the war of 1812. It was not until about 1840 
that it became general, and as late as the middle of the century 
a considerable share of the manufacturing was still carried on in the 
family or in the small shop l>y the aid of the family and apprentices, 
as distinguished from the factory with paid employees and the ap- 
plication of power. Hence, it is not surprising that the census of 
1850 showed manufactures amounting to but 1 billion dollars' value, 
while the chief feature of interest in these figures is the wonderful 
growth since that time, a growth from 1 billion dollars in 1850 to 
nearly 15 billions in 1905. 

The census figures show that the number of manufacturing estab- 
lishments has grown from 123,025 in ISdO to 216,262 in 1905; the num- 
ber of persons engaged in all branches, both labor and otherwise, from 
957,059 in 1650 to 5,470,321 in 1905; the sums paid as salaries 
and wages, from J236,755,464 in 1850 to|2,G11.540,532 in 1905, and 
the value of the manufactures from (1,019,106,616 in 1860 to 
$14,802,147,087 in 1905, cxclusiveof neighborhood industries and the 
hand trades. Attention is called to the fact that the figures of the 
total value of manufactures arc merely an aggregation of the values 
reported by all manufacturers, and as the products reported by one 
manufacturer often become the materials for use by others the 
figures of the grand total are to that extent duplications. The 
census of 1900 estimates the "net value" of the manufactures of 
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that year at $8,370,595,176, against a gross or aggregate value of 
$13,014,287,498, or about two-thirds of the gross value, and this esti- 
mate would presumably hold good for the earlier census years. 

One cause of the great growth in production of manufactures is 
found in the increase in production of raw material and another in 
the increase of transportation facilities. These facts suggest that 
the manufacturing industries have extended far into the interior of 
the country, and especially to those sections where the raw material 
or the coal is produced, and an examination of the census records 
shows that this is true. 

The growth of the manufacturing industry in the United States 
has occurred chiefly in the last twenty-five years. Stated in round 
terms, the census figures of the gross value of manufactures in the 
United States are: For 1850, 1 billion dollars; 1860, 2 billions; 
1870, 4 billions; 1880, 5J bUlions; 1890, 9i billions; 1900, 13 bil- 
lions; 1905, 14} billions, the figures for 1905 being exclusive of 
neighborhood industries and hand trades included in previous 
years. 

EXPORT OP MANUFACTURES. 

The increase in the production of manufactures in the United 
States, far in excess of home requirements, has forced our manu- 
facturers to seek markets in other parts of the world for their surplus 
product. The result has been a rapid increase in the exportation of 
manufactures. The total value of manufactures exported from the 
United States has grown from less than 8 million dollars in 1820 to 
23 million dollars in 1850, 48i millions in 1860, 70 millions in 1870, 
122 millions in 1880, 179 millions in 1890, and 485 millions in 1900, 
since which time the annual total has not fallen below the 400- 
million-doUar line. In the fiscal year 1906 the exports of manufac- 
tures were valued at 686 million dollars, of which 318 millions* 
worth went to Europe, 182 millions to North America, 64.^ millions 
to South America, and 78} millions to Asia, while the remainder 
was divided between Oceania and Africa. 

That this growth has been especially marked in recent years is 
shown by the fact that the actual increase by decades in exports 
of manufactures has been as follows: During the decade ending 
with 1830, 1.8 millions; 1840, 5.8 millions; 1850, 7.8 millions; 1860, 
25.2 millions; 1870, 21.6 millions; 1880, 51.8 millions; 1890, 57.2 
millions; 1900, 305.9 millions; and during the six years ending 
with 1906, 201.5 millions. Thus the growth of exports of manufac- 
tures in the sixteen years following 1890 was practically three times 
as great as that of the entire seventy years preceding that year. 

MATERIAL POR DETAILED STUDY. 

Three great facts stand out in a review of the export trade: (1) 
The rapid growth in the production of manufactures, which has 
placed the United States at the head of manufacturing nations; 
(2) the power to produce far beyond the demands of the home pop- 
ulation; and (3) the ability to compete in the world *s markets, 
evidence of which is supplied by the rapid growth in exports of 
manufactures. These facts suggest the importance of a careful con- 
sideration of the subject, both as regards the growth and character 
of our exports of manufactures and their distribution in the past 
and the fields offered for future exportations. 

To those desiring to make a detailed study of the exportation of 
manufactures from the United States, attention is especially 
invited to the statistical tables published in the annual volume of 
the Bureau of Statistics, entitled ''Commerce and Navigatioii of 
the United States.^* The tables there published will inform the 
manufacturer or distributer of any given article of the value, and 
quantity wherever practicable, of his product exported in each 
year from 1902 to 1906 and its distribution, country by country, to 
all parts of the world. 



ARTICLES CLASSED AS MANUFACTURES. 

The articles designated as manufactures in this discussion are 
divided into two great groups. The first includes those intended 
for further use in manufacturing, such as pig iron, pig copper, 
leather, lumber, and many other articles of this general class; while 
the second group, manufactures ready for consumption, includes, 
as the tenn implies, all articles which leave the country in such fin- 
ished state as to enable them to pass without further manufacture 
directly to the hands of the consumer. 

In neither of these classes is included that great group of f(KKl- 
stuffs which have also undergone a process of preparation for u^v 
and to which labor has added a value in excess of that given by 
natural production. This class of articles, including flour, oatmeal, 
bread, biscuit, and other preparations of table food, meats, butter, 
cheese, and cotton-seed oil, while classified by the Bureau of the 
Census in its great group of manufactures, is not so classified in the 
export or import statements of the Bureau of Statistics, but is 
grouped in a separate class entitled "Foodstuffs partly or wholly 
manufactured." This group of articles has grown from 219 million 
dollars in 1896 to 347 millions in 1906, but is forming a steadily de- 
creasing share in the total exportations, due to the causes already 
mentioned — the increased consuming power of our population and 
the drift of occupation away from the farm and to the manufactur- 
ing centers. 

A statement on page 22 shows the classes of articles includtMi in 
the great groups into which the exports from the United States haY(» 
been divided — manufactures ready for consumption, manufactures 
for further use in manufacturing, foodstuffs partly or wholly manu- 
factured, foodstuffs in a crude condition, and crude materials for 
use in manufacturing. This detailed statement of the grouping is 
given in order that those desiring to analyze more closely the figures 
of exportation of manufactures may have an opportunity to do so; 
and in conjunction with this statement there is given on page 24 
a table showing the value which each of these groups formed of the 
total exports in each year for a long term of years and extending 
back to 1820, the earliest date at which detailed figures of imports 
and exports are available. 

IMPORT AND EXPORT OF MANUFACTURES. 

While manufactures still form an important part of the imjx)rta- 
tions into the United States, and while this is especially true in 
periods of great prosperity, such as the present, the share which 
they form of the total imports is steadily decreasing, and particu- 
larly is this true of the share which finished manufactures form of 
the imports. In 1860 finished manufactures formed 49 per cent; in 
1870, 40 per cent; in 1880, 29i per cent; in 1890, 29 per cent, and in 
1906, 25 per cent of the total imports of the United States. Mean- 
time that other group of manufactures entitled "Manufactures for 
further use in manufacturing," not only increased largely in the 
total value imported, but showed also a considerable increase in 
the share which they formed of the total imports. In 1860 manu- 
factures for further use in manufacturing formed less than 10 per 
cent, in 1875 12 per cent, in 1890 a little less than 15 per cent, and 
in 1906 practically 18 per cent of the total imports. 

Another feature of the growing activity of the manufacturing 
industries in the United States and the widening of their field of 
activities is found in the fact that importations of crude materials 
for use in manufacturing increased from 56 million dollars in value 
in 1870 to 132 millions in 1880, 170 millions in 1890, 276 mUlions in 
1900, and 414 millions in 1906, having formed in 1870 but 13 per 
cent, and in 1906 34 per cent, of the total imports. Thus manu- 
facturers* materials, if we include in this term both the crude mate- 
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rials and manufactures for further use in manufacturing, aggregated 
but 111 million dollars in the imports of 1870, 287 millions in those of 
1890, and 635 millions in those of 1906; the share which they formed 
of the total imports having been in 1870 but 25 per cent, and in 1906 
nearly 52 per eent. 

EXPORTS EXCEED IMPORTS IN VALUE. 

Prior to 1896 the importation of manufactures was always greater 
than the exportation of manufactures. In each year since, however, 
the exports of manufactures have exceeded the imports of manufac- 
tures. 

The table which follows shows the value of manufactures imported 
and exported, respectively, at stated periods from 1820 to 1890, and 
annually from that date to 1906, and presents a bird's-eye view of the 
relative growth in importation and exportation of manufactures.

While manufactures form a steadily decreasing share of the im- 
ports, they form a steadily increasing share of the exports, the share 
which they form of the imports having fallen from 70 per cent in 
1850 to 43 per cent in 1906, while the share which they form of the 
exports increased from 17 per cent in 1850 to 40 per cent in 1906. 

share of manufactures exported. 

The share of the manufactures produced in the United States 
which finally find their way to foreign markets and the share con- 
sumed in the United States has been a subject of much discussion. 
While this question can not be answered with absolute accuracy 
because of the different view points from which the figures of pro- 
duction and those of exportation are taken, it is now possible to 
determine it with a nearer approach to accuracy than formerly. 
The only statements of the value of all manufactures produced 
are those supplied by the reports of the Bureau of the Census, 
which includes under the term "Manufactures" many articles 
not so classed by the Bureau of Statistics of the United States or 
by the statistical offices of other principal commercial countries, 
this being especially true of the products of milling, slaughter- 
ing, and the canning industry, all of which are included as manu- 
factures by the Bureau of the Census but are not so included by the 
Bureau of Statistics. This fact has in former years rendered dif- 
ficult a satisfactory comparison of the census figures of manufactures 
produced with the Bureau of Statistics figures of manufactures 
exported. 

A new system of classification recently adopted by the Bureau 
of Statistics and applied to the imports and exports of each year 
from 1820 to 1906 enables, however, a more nearly satisfactory com- 
parison of the census figures of manufactures produced with the 
export figures. While the Bureau of Statistics still excludes from 
its groups of articles termed "Manufactures" the products of mill- 



ing, slaughtering, and canning, it brings them together in a group 
entitled "Foodstuffs partly or wholly manufactured,'* and, com- 
bining jlie export figures of this group with those of the two groups of 
manufactures, it is practicable to compare the export figures of the 
census year with the production figures as furnished by the census. 

A comparison of the census figures covering the production of 
manufactures during the year 1904 with the Bureau of Statistics 
figures of the exportation of these classes shows that the manufac- 
tures exported in 1904 equaled 5.78 per cent of the gross value of 
manufactures produced in that year. Even this comparison, how- 
ever, is not altogether satisfactory, because of the fact that the cen- 
sus statement of manufactures produced includes necessarily many 
duplications of articles, the product of one manufacturer used as 
manufacturing material by another and their valuation included by 
him in the stated value of his product. On the other hand, the 
valuation of exports as given by the Bureau of Statistics is that at 
the water's edge, and therefore includes the cost of transportation, 
plus the profit of the exporter; while the stated value of manufac- 
tures produced is that at the door of the factory. 

Thus while the census statement of gross production of manufac- 
tures is considerably in excess of the net value of the product, the 
stated value of the articles exported is also considerably in excess 
of their valuation at the factory as stated in the census figures. 
So, while comparisons of the statistics of manufactures exported 
with those of manufactures produced can not give a result altogether 
satisfactory as to absolute accuracy, they fiunish a basis which 
seems to justify the assertion that less than one-tenth of the manu- 
factures produced in the United States is exported. 

comparison by special articles. 

Under agricultural implements, for example, the census reports 
the value of the manufactures of 1904 at 113 million dollars, while 
the Bureau of Statistics figures of the exports of agricultural imple- 
ments show a total for the fiscal year 1905 of 21 millions, or 14 per 
cent of the total manufactures reported by the census. The census 
figures of boots and shoes manufactured (factory product) in 1904 
show a total value of 320 millions, while the Bureau of Statistics 
statement of leather boots and shoes exported in 1905 is 8 millions, 
or 2i per cent of the total product. Of carriages, wagons, and cars, 
the census reports for 1900 an aggregate product valued at 608 
million dollars, exclusive of automobiles and bicycles, while the 
Bureau of Statistics figures of corresponding exports for 1905 are, in 
round terms, 7 million dollars, or about 1 per cent of the total 
product. Of cotton manufactures, the census figures show for 1904 
a total product of 442 million dollars, while the Bureau of Statistics 
figures of cotton manufactures exported in 1905 show a total of 50 
millions, or 11 per cent of the total product. Of furniture, the 
census figures show a total of 170 million dollars, while the Bureau 
of Statistics figures show the total exports of furniture during 1904 as 
5 millions, or over 3 per cent of the total product. Of iron and steel 
manufactures the total product for 1904 is reported by the census as 
941 million dollars, while the Bureau of Statistics statements of the 
exportation of iron and steel manufactures in 1905 show a total of 
135 millions, or 14 per cent of the total product. The 1904 product 
of patent medicines is valued by the census in round terms at 75 
million dollars, while the exportation for 1905 as reported by the 
Biureau of Statistics is 5 millions, or less than 7 per cent of the total 
product. Of saddlery and harness, the census fi^gures show a total 
product in 1904 of 42 millions, while the Bureau of Statistics reports 
a total exportation during 1905 of one-half million dollars value. 
Of sewing machines, attachments, etc., the census reports the 
product for 1904 as 26 million dollars, while the Bureau of Statistics 
figures show exportations for 1905 valued at 6 millions, or about 
one-fourth of the total product. Of woolen and worsted goods, the 
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cetuus ligures »how a toUl product valued at 308 million dollani, 
while tbc exportation of woolen in&nufocturee of all kinda reported 
by the Bureau of Statistics was, for 1905, a little over 2 millions, or 
about oije-half of 1 per cent ot the total product. •

The relation of mineral-oil production and exportation differs 
materially from that of other artidex. The census fignrefl give the 
total value of ■imrning oils" produced in 1904 ae $100,572,825, 
while the Bureau o[ Statistics figures show the total value of '■illu- 
minating oil " exported in 1905 as $56,169,606, or 56 per cent ot the 
total product reported by the census. With regard to mineral oils, 
the relation ot the United States to other parts of the world is decid- 
edly diSerent from that in regard to other manufactures. 0( min- 
eral oil refined tor illuminating purpost^s the United Slates is the 
world's principal exporter. Her only great rival as a producer of 
oils is Russia, and of our product, ft much larger proportion becomes 
the refined illuminating oil than is the case with regard to Russian 
or any other oil. The total exportation ot refined mineral oil for 
illuminatii^ purposes from Russia is normally over 450 million 
gallons, although it tell off greatly in ld05, while from the United 
States the Vxportations of refined illuminating oil have aver- 
aged during the last decade nearly 800 million gallons annually. 
and in 1905 were 823 million gallons. For 1904 the census shows 
a total production of illuminatii^ oil aggregating 1,344,899.200 
gallons. This would indicate that over 60 per cent of the quantity 
produced was actually exported, and seems to justify the statement 
that considerably more tlmn half of the refined mineral oil produced 
is exported . 

CompariAons of the figures of production and exportation arc, 
however, difficult, especially when stated in values only, by reason 
<rf the tact that the statement of production made by the manufac- 
turer is in all casea-that of the product at the point of manufacture 
and before middlemen's profits or cost ot transportation have added 
to its selling value; while the export figures of value are those at 
the port ot final shipment from the country. The (act that only 
about one-half of 1 per cent of the woolen and worsted goods manu- 
factured enters the export trade, and that 50 or 60 per cent of the 
mineral oil manufactured is exported, coupled with the further 
fact that transportation and middlemen's profits greatly increase the 
stated valuation of manufactured articles, especially those produced 
hr from the seaboard, renders it impossible to present accurate 
statements of the proportion of the production of manufactures 
which enters int« the export trade ot the country. It may also 
be added that the figures of production from the census of 1904, 
quoted above, are exclusive ot neighborhood industries and hand 
trades included under previous 



Not only has the exportation of manufactures greatly increased, 
but the share which manufactures form ot the fatal exports has 
correspondingly increased. In 1820 manufactures formed about 15 
per cent of the exports; in 1850, 17 per cent, and in 1890 about 21 
per cent, while in 1900 they formed over 35 per cent of the total 
exports and in 1900 almost 40 pf;r cent. The rapid growth in ex- 
ports of manufactures in the last few years becomes even more 
striking when considered in detail year by year. In the preceding 
comparisons the growth has Iveen measured by decades. A study 
of the growth year by year from 1890 to 1906 shows that the greatest 
growth has been since 1895. The total value of manufactures 
exported from the United State* in 1895 was 205 millions, an in- 
crease of 26 millions over 1890. In the following year there was an 
increase of 53 millions, in the year following that an increase of 53 
millions, in the next year 13 millioni', in the next year nearly 66 
millions, and in the year following an increase ot over 104 millions. 
The exports of manufaetuns increased from $258,008,885, in 1896, 
to $686,023,169 in 1906, the gain in that ten-year period being much 
greater than all of the gain in the seventy-five years from 1820 to 
1895. This growth will be more readily seen from an examination 
of the following table; 
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RAW MATERIAL FOR IMANUFACTURES. 

A study of the production in the United States of a few of tlic 
great articles which form the basis ot manufactures and the manu- 
facturing industries offers ready explanation ot the great increase 
in the production of manufaclurea and the consequent marked 
incri'ase in their exportation. Six great articles supply the principal 
reqiiisilcB for manufacturings viz., iron, copper, wood, cotton, 
wool, and coal as the material which supplits the power by 
which the others are first assembled and afterwards converted into 
manufactures. ' 

The production ot pig iron in the United States, which up to 
1880 had never reached 4 million tons, was by 1890, 9 millions; 
in 1900,13} millions, and in 1906, 25 million tons. Ot steel, the 
pnKluction In the United States in 1880 for the first time ex- 
ceeded 1 million tons; in 1890 it exceeded 4 million tons; in 1900, 
more than 10 millions, and in 1906, more than 20 millions. Of 
copiier, tor which the demands of the worlil are now great, the 
United States produced in 1880, 27 thousand tons; in 1890, 116 
thousand tons, and in 1905. 403 thoaiand tons. The total value 
ot the mineral products of the United States was in 1880, 369 mil- 
lion dollars; in 1890, 619) millions, and in 1901. 1,289 millions, or 
three and one-half times that of 1880. The cotton production of 
the United States was in 1S30. 5} million bales, in 1890, 7} millions, 
and in 1906 over Hi miliiuiu. In 1380 American mills took 31 
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per cent of the total American production of cotton, and in 1905 
they took 33 per cent ot the greatly increased total. Of wool the 
production of IS80 was 232^ million pounds; of 1890, 276 millions, 
and that of 1905, 295 million pounds. Of coal, which has an im- 
portant relation to manufactures, both in supplying the motive 
power for the assembling of materials, htat for smelting ores, and 
in other features of manufacturing work, such as the power for 
operating the machinery of manufacture, the production in 1830 
was 04 million tons; in 1890, 141 millions; in 1900, 241 millions, 
and in 1905, 351 millions. 

Of the sis great articles here enumerated as the chief requisites of 
manufacturing, the United States is the world's largest producer 
of all except wool. Of cotton, the United States produces three- 
fourthfl of the world's entire supply; of copper, fully one-halt; of 
pig iron and steel, 40 per cent, and in 1902 produced more than 
Germany and the United Kingdom combined, these countries 
being, in the order named, the world's next taT^est producers of 
pig iron. Of timber and wood suitable for use in manufacturing, 
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the United States is the world's largest producei 
time. Of wool, the United Statee is exceeded ii 
only by Australasia, A^entina, and Russia. 

In transportation, for assembling these great natural products for 
use in manufacturing, the facilitips in the United States surpass 
those of any other country. The railroads have grown from 30 
thousand miles in 1860 to 53 thousand miles in 1870, 93 thousand 
miles in 1880, 166 thousand miles in 1890, and 223 thousand miles 
in 1906, giving to the United States two-fifths of the entire railway 
mileage of the world; wl)ilc in transportation upon the Great Lakee 
the r^^t«red tonnage of vessels paaaing through the Sault Ste. 
Marie canals alone in 190e was 41 million tons, or more than twice 
as much as the tonnage passing through the Suez Canal in the same 
year. 

The table which follows shows the growth in tninsportatioii focil- 
ities and in the production of the principal articles from the earliest 
available date to 1905:

ARTICLES OP EXPORT. 

Taking up the articles wb>''li form the great and growing export 
trade in manufoctures, it niay be said that those grouped under 
ibe t«nn "manufacturce" number over two hundred distinct 
articles, tbot^h many of these are included within the special 
groupings, such as agricultural impleinenU. iron and steel manu- 
focturee, mineral oils, leather and ita manufactures, etc. 

The group agricultural implementa, for ejiampie, is subdivided 
into mowers and reapers, plows and cultivators, and "all other," 
tlie latter term including numerous articles which are not of suffi- 
cient value to justify at present a separate statement. 

Thegroup cotton manufactures includes cloths colored and uncol- 
ored, wearing apparel, waste cotton, and all other. 

The group iron and steel includes pig iron, bar iron, wire rods. 
billeU, ingots and blooms, hoop, band, and scroll iron, rails for 
railways, tin plates, structural iron and steel, wire, locks, hinges, 
saws and tools, car wheeb, castings, table cutlery, firoarms, cash 
registers, electrical machinery, laundry machinery, metal-working 
machinery, printing preBses, pumps and pumping machinery, shoe 
machinery, locomotives {stationary and railway), typewriters, naik 
(cut and wire), pipes, safes, scales, stoves and ranges, each of 
which is separately stated, and following these a class "all other," 
which includes the less important articles not separately enumer- 
ated. 

Under the group leather and its manufactures are included sole 
leather, glazed, kid, patent, split, and other upper leather, boots 
and shoes, harness and saddles. 

Under the general title of refined or manufactured mineral oils 
arc included naphthas, illuminating oil. and lubricating and heavy 
paraffin oil. 

Under the general title of musical instruments arc included 
organs, pianos, and "all other." 

Paper and its maniifacturea include paper hangings, printing 
paper, writing paper, envelopee, and "all other." 

Manufactures of tobacco include cigars and cigarettes, plug 
tobacco, and all other. 

Wood manufactures include doors, sash, and blinds; furniture; 
hogsheads and barrels; trimmings, moldings, and other house finish- 
'ngs; woodenjrare, wood pulp, and all other. 

Wool manufactures include carpets, dress goods, Aannek and 
blankets, wearing apparel separately stated, and all other. 

EXPORTS VALUEO AT $1,000,(X)0 OR OVER. 

The manufactured articles or groups whose annual cxportations 
range frotn$1.000,000 to over$lGO,000,000 are of sufficient importance 
to justify a detailed analysis of the growth in their exporlations dur- 
ing the century, and will be considered in the order of their mf^- 
nitude. 

Considered in the order of ma^itude, exports of iron and steel 
manufactures as a whole amounted in 1906 to IGl million dollar; 
manufactured or refined mineral oils, 77 millions; copper manu- 
factures, St millions; cotton manufactures, 53 millions; leather and 
its manufactures, 40 millions; agricultural implements, 24J mil- 
lions; chemicals, drugs, and dyes, 18 millions; wood manufactures, 
66 millions; cars and carriages, 17J millions; paralfin and parallin 
wax, nearly 8} millions; paper and its manufactures, 9} millions; 
tobacco manufactures, 5 millions; scientific instruments, 11 mil- 
lions; fiber manufactures, 8 millions; india-rubber manufactures, 
6} millions; books, maps, and engravings, nearlyCmillions; musical 
instruments, 3 millions; distilled spirits. 2 millions; clocks and 
watches, 2i millions; paints and colors, nearly 4 millions; gun- 
powder and other explosives, 3} millions; glass and glassware, 
nearly 2} millions; brass and its manufactures, nearly 3J millions; 
Boap, nearly 3 millions; marble and slone manufactures, IJ mil- 
lions; wool mamufactures, 2 millions; jewelry and manufacturea of 
gold and silver, 1} millions, and malt liquors over 1 million. 

Tracing tie' ititiie important of these articles through the period 
from 1790 to 1902 it'ioay be said that iron and steel manufactures, 



which began their record in 1790 with a total exportation of S116,- 
980, did not reach $1,000,000 until 1840, when the total export was 
fl, 127,877. Even in 1860 it was only ?1,953,702, but by 1860 was 
(6,870,114; in 1870, $13,483,163; in 1880, $14,716,624; in 1890, 
$25,542,208, and in the decade from 1890 to 1900 it increased nearly 
fourfold, the total for 1900 being $121,913,548, against $25,642,308 
in 1890. In 1906 the total export amounted to $160,984,986, and 
this notwithstanding the excessive home demand for iron and steel 
manufactures, which was so great as to increase largely the imports 
iif iron and steel in the year 1906. The growth in the exportation 
of manufactures of iron and steel has been more strongly marked 
than that in any other importarl article of export except copper. 
It has been coincidental with the development of the great iron 
mines of the United States and the production of pig iron and stcrl. 

Copper, which forms the second article in rank in the exports 
of manufactures, is of recent date as an article of importance in 
the export trade. The existence of large copper deposits in the 
United States had been known for many years, but it was only 
upon the greatly increased demand for copper, owing to the devel- 
opments in the use of electricity as a motive power, that the world 
began to demand copper in greatly increased quantities; and to 
this demand the mines of the United States promptly responded. 
The copper production of the United States had never reached as 
much as 20,000 tons prior to 1877. By 1887 it was 81,000 tons; by 
1897, 220,000 tons; and in 1906, 403,000 tons, or nearly twenty-two 
times as much in 1905 as in 1876. The increase which occurred 
during the period of 1890-1906 was strongly marked, the produc- 
tion of 1890 being 116,000 tons, in 1900 270,000 tons, and in 1906 
408,482. The growth in exportation was coincidental with the growth 
in production. Tlie value of copper manufactures exported in 1890 
was hut $2,349,392; in 1891 it was $4,614,597; in 1892, $7,226,392; 
in 1895, $14,468,703; in 1896, $19,720,104; in 1897, $31,621,125; in 
1900, $57,852,960, and in 1906, (81,282,664, or nearly thirty-five 
times as much in 1906 as in 1890. 

The third article in the order of its magnitude in our exporta- 
tions is refined mineral oil, which became an article of export only 
after the great oil discoveries in the decade 1860-1870, Its first 
appearance in the list of exports was in 1864, in which year the 
total amounted to $6,918,602, the small quantities exported in pre- 
ceding years not having been separately enumerated in the list of 
articles exported. The value of the exportationn of nuneral oil 
increased very rapidly, the total for 1864 being slightly less than 
7 millions; for 1865, nearly 10 millioi^s; 1866, over 18 millions; 1867, 
22 millions; 1870, 30 millions; 1880, 34 millions; 1890, 44 millions; 
1900, 68 millions, and 1906, 77 millions of dollars. 

The exports of manufactures of wood follow those of mineral oil in 
order of m^nitude, and the increase has been uniform and rapid. 
In 1800 they amounted to 10 million dollars; in 1870, to over 13 mil- 
lions; in 1880, 15} millions; in 1890, 26^ millions; 1900, 45} mil- 
lions; and in 1906, over 66 millions. 

Cotton manufactures have also made a rapid growth in the period 
from 1890 to 1906. In 1890 their exports amounted to less than 10 
million dollars; in 1906 to nearly 53 millions. Leather nmnufac- 
turps, which have been a close competitor of cotton in the value of 
export^!, sometimes exceeding and sometimes fallii^ below, grew 
from li millions in 1860 to 6} millions in 1880, 121 millions in 
1890, 27 millions in 1900, and over 40 millions in 1906. Agricul- 
tural implements have also shown a rapid increase in exportation. 
In 1870 they amounted to only 1 million dollars in value; in 1880, 
to a little over 2 millions; in 1890, nearly 4 millions; in 1900, 16 
millions, and in 1906, 241 millions. 

Chemicals, drugs, dyes, etc., formed the largest single item of ex- 
ports in 1790, pot and pearl ashes being then the principal article in 
the list. They have slowly but steadily increased, reaching a mll- 
i lion dollars in 1830, 2} millions in 1870, 5} millions in 1890, and 18 
millions in 1906. In the later years patent medicines, which are 
' included under this general classification of chemicals, etc., have 
I formed a considerable proportion of this increase, tbe total value of 
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patcBt medicinee exported being, in 1906, 6 million doIUts, out of a 
tot&l of 18 millions. The chemical industry of the United States has 
not made euch rapid gains either in the relative value of its products, 
in the supply of the home market, or in the distribution of exports, 
as many other industriee. The total value of the chemical prodi 
tionsof the country, according to the ceDauB,WHB, in ISSO. $38,640,458; 
in 1890, $59,352,548, and in 1900, t62,G7G,730, having lees than 
doubled the value of the product from 1880 to 1900, the increase be- 
ing but 60 per cent, while manufactures as a whole increased 142 per 
cent. Meantime importations of chemicals have steadily increased, 
having been, in 1880, $41,351,616, and in 1906, $74,452,664. 

CaiB and carriages have In recent years become an important item 
of exportation. Their exports were only 1} million dollars in value 
in 1880, but by 1890 were 4J millions, and in 1906 nearly 18 millions 

Paraffin, a product of petroleum, made its first appcaraoce in the 
list of exports in 1864, when the toUl export was $21,871; by 1890 it 
was 21 millions, and in 1906 nearly 9 millions. 

Paper, which began to appear in the list of cxporia of manufac- 
tures in 1826, amounting in that year to $39,182, had reached a quar- 
ter of a million dollars by 1860, a million dollars in 1880 and 1890, 
but by 1900 bad reached 6 millions, and in 1906 was 9^ millions. 

Tobacco manufactures have always been an important factor in 
the export trade of the United States, being al>out $6,000 in 1790, 
$135,000 in 1800, $649,000 in 1850,3} millions in 1860.3] millions in 
1890, and 51 millions in 1906. 

The ability of the United States to manufacture high grade scien- 
tific instruments has been recognized by the consuming world only 
within comparatively recent years. In IS70 the exportation of 
scientific instruments amounted to but $11,219; in 1880, $88,383; in 
1890 the total was $1,429,785, and in 190G $10,887,774. 

In exports of many articles of the higher gradeof manufacture the 
products of the United Sates have made rapid gains in recent years. 
Exports of musical instruments, for example, have grown from 
$21,000 in value in 1850 to 1 million dollars in 1890 and over 3 mil- 
lions in 1906; clocks and watches, from a half million dollars in 1S70 
to over 2} millions in 1906; electrical machinery, from 2 millions in 
1898 to nearly 8 millions in 1906: printing presses, from a quarter of 
of a million dollars in 1893 to over IJ millions in 1906; sewing 
machines, from a little over 2 millions in 1893 Ui over 7 millions in 
1906; typewriters, from a little over 1 million dollars in 1S97 to over 
5 millions in 1906. 

IRON AND STEEL MANUFACTURES. 

Forty-four distinct articles or groups of articles enter into the gen- 
eral classification, "Iron and steel manufactures" and form nearly 
one-fourth of the total value of manufactures exported. 

Exports of this class grew from $28,800,930 in 1892 In $121,913,548 
in 1900, an actual increase from 1892 to 1900 of $93,000,000, the 
total in 1900 being more than four times that of 1892, or a gain of 
about 300 per cent during that period. The total in 1906 was 
: !Tom 1900 to 1906 being $39,071,437 
is phenomenal growth, coupled with 
most important group of manufactures 
D the export trade, justifies a careful study of the various articles 
which form the group. A table on page 12 shows the value of 
each of the forty-four articles exported in 1906, in their relative 
magnitude in that year, and compares the exports uf 1906 with 
those of preceding years. 

The table which follows shows the production of pig iron and steel 
and the exportation and importation of manufactures of iron and 
steel at decennial periods from 1820 to 1906. The figures of popuh- 
tion are also given for corresponding years, by way of showing the 
relation of the growth in population to that in production, importa- 
tion, and exportation. 
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Maekirttry. — Machinery forms by far the most important feature 
in the exports of iron and steel manufactures. The various classes 
of machinery which can be separately stated, such as locomotive 
engines, stationary engines, fire engines, electrical machinery, 
sewing machines, typewriters, shoo machines, cash registers, laun- 
dry machines, printing presses, and pumping machines, are shown 
in that manner. Aside from these, however, is a great group not 
stated in separate items, owing t« its variety and the large number 
of different classes included. This single group of "machinery not 
separately classified" grew from 10 million dollars in 1892 to over 
28 millions in 190G, The next largest item under the general classi- 
fication of machinery is electrical machinery, which was first sepa- 
rately classified in 1898, amounting in that year to 2 million dol- 
lars, and in 1906 tiD nearly 8 millions. Sewing machines, which 
amounted to 2i millions in 1889, grew to over 7 millions in 1906. 
T}fpewri(er3, which were only separately stated in 1897, when they 
amounted to less than 11 million dollars, in 1906 were exported to 
the value of 5 millions. Locomotive engines increased from 1} 
millions in 1892 to over 51 millions in 1900, and to nearly 61 millione 
in 1906. Metal-working machinery, which was not separately 
stated prior to 1898, grew from 41 millions in that year to nearly 61 
million dollars in 1906. Pumps and pumping machinery are next 
in order in this cla^s— a little over 4 million dollars. Cash registers 
grew from $813,000 in 1900, the first year in which they were sepa- 
rately stated, to $2,496,891 in 1906. The other classes of machinery 
ranged downward in their relative order of magnitude were boilers 
and parts of engines, shoe machinery, stationary engines, wood- 
working machinery, laundry machinery, and fire engines. Thus 
machinery alone formed in 1906 nearly 77 million dollars' worth of 
the exports of iron and steel manufactures out of a giand total of 
$160,9S4,9S5 of iron and steel manufactures exported in that year, 
or nearlyone-haltof the total. The abovestatement of "machinery" 
does not include agricultural implements, bicycles, automobiles, 
telegraph and telephone instruments, or other articles not exclu- 
sively or chiefly of iron and steel. Adding only those items of 
machinery included under iron and steel manufactures, it may be 
said that the exportations from the United States of machinery as a 
group amount to about $115,000,000 annually, 

OthfT manu/aetwrt qf iron and steel. — Nest in order after machin- 
ery is steel rails, amounting to nearly 9 million dollars; pipes and 
fittings, also nearly 9 millions; wire, over 8 millions; tools, over 61 
millions; locks, hinges, and other buildeis' hardware, over 6 mil- 
lions; billets, over 51 millions; structural iron and steel, 5 milUons; 
steel sheets and plates, 31 millions; wire nails, 2 millions; firearms, 
2 millions; bar iron, nearly 2 millions. Other articles ranged in 
their relative value were castings, bars and rods, stoves, pig iron, 
tin plat«s, scales and balances, saws, inin sheets and plates, cut- 
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icry other than table, nails and spikes oxcopl cut 
nails, safes, wire rods; hoop, band, and sctoll iron, i 
and scrap iron, and table cutlery.

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Europe. — Ot the 44 million dolkre' worth of iron ami elepl manu- 
factures which went to Europe in 1906, 22} million dolkre' worth, or 
more than one-half, went to the United Kingdom, 74 million doUara' 
worth to Germany, and 3J mlllionH to France, the remaining 11 mil- 
lions being dietrihuted in smttll sums among the various European 



The fact that a large proportion of the iron and steel products sent 
to Europe is taken by the United Kingdom and Germany requires a 
more detailed analysis ot the exports of iron and steel to those 
greatest two manufacturing countries ot the world, aside from the 
United Suites. Of the 22} million dollars' worth of iron and steel 
manufactures which went to the United Kii^dom in 1906, billets, 
ingots, and blooms amounted to 15.050,785; electrical machinery, 
$1,153,528; metal-working machinery, $1,361,261; pig iron, 
$132,715; locka, hinges, and other builders" hardware, $791,248, 
and typewriters, $1,473,935. The exportation <if iron and steel 
manufactures to Europe shows a very rapid growth. The total 
value ot iron and steel manufactures cuportcd to the United King- 
dom in 1892 amounted to $4,480,461. agaia-t 822.012,709 in 1906. 
Billets, ingots, and blooms increased from $155,231 in 1898 to 
$5,050,785 in 1906; electrical machinerj- from $380,354 in 1898 to 
$1,153,528 in 1906, and typewriters from $731,152 in 1897 to $1,473,- 
935 in 1906. ' 

To Germany the exports of iron and steel grew from $1,526,747 in 
1892 to $8,109,045 in 1900, and to $7,601,559 in 1906. The more 
important items in the figures of 1906 arc: Sewing machines. $1,055- 
327; builders' hardware, saws, and tools, $894,932; typewriter!', 
$813,256; cash registers, $670,012. and metal-working machinerv. 
$1,814,108. 

NorOi Ame7va.—Of the $72,031,307 worth ot iron and steel manu- 
factures exported to North America in 1906, $36,969,376 in value 
went to Canada. The exportation of iron and steel manufactures to 
Canada shows very rapid growth, the total in 1892 having been 
$2,846,398; in 1895, $5,388,701; in 1900. $21,674,196, and in 1906, as 
already indicated, $36,969,376. Of this exportation ot iron and 
steel to Canada in 1906, the largest items are: Structural iron and 
steel, $2,442,922, against $368,858 in 1898; wire, $2,285,061, against 
$588,062 in 1898; builders' hardware, saws, and tools, $2,180,569, 
£^inst$630,112inl898: steel rails, $1,663,235: bariron.$l,557,437, 
against 158,388 in 1838; electrical machinery, $2,131,763, against 
$178,160 in 1898; pipes and fittings, $2,116,603; tin plates, terne 
plates,' and tagger? tin, $846,636, and castings, $768,667. 

To Mexico the exports of iron and steel manufactures in 1906 were 
$17,843,609, against $3,a34,343 in 1892. The largest items in this 
exportationof 17 millions in 1906 arc: St«el rails, $1,280,682; pipes 
and fittings, $1,588,227; builders' hardware, saws, and tools, 
$1,142,995; pumps and pumping machinery, $1,054,965; electrical 
machinery. $974,248; sewing machines, $696,543; wire, $565,969; 
boilers and parte of engines, $469,413; locomotives, $466,536. 

South America. — There has been a considerable increase in expor- 
tationa of iron and steel manufactures to South America during the 
period, the figure for 1891 being 5 millions and that for 1906, 19^ 
millions. 

j4»>a.— The exports of iron and steel to Asia increased materially, 
eepecially in the middle and latter portions of the period . In 1891 
they amounted to a little over a half million dollars; in 1896 for the 
first time they exceeded $1,000,000, being $1,591,878; in 1897 they 
were $4,542,625; in 1898,(7,115,065; in 1900, $11,225,144, and in 
1906, $12,147,128. In 1902 the exports of iron and steel to Asia tell 
to $4,577,701 . This was in part due to the large reduction in imports 
ot rails and engines into Japan and in part to the increased home 
demand, which resulted in a shrinkage in exports of iron and steel. 

Africa and Oceania. — To Africa the exports o( iron and steel have 
grown from $503,782 in 1891 to $3,975,468 in 1902. and to Oceania 
from $3,448,931 in 1891 to $9,218,259 in 1906. 



HIGH-GRADE MACHINERY. 



An especially noteworthy feature of the exportation of American 
manufactures is the tact that exports of the higher grades ot machin- 
ery, in the production of wliich the greatest skill is required, are 
steadily and rapidly increasing. American machines have proved 
acceptable in all parts of the world, as well in European countries 
where they come in contact with the product of the experienced 
workshops of that part of the world as in the most distant sections 
of the globe. 

The following table shows the value ot certain high-grade machin. 
ery exported from 1892 to 1902 and 1906: 

Exports of Domestic Manufactures of Hioh-Grade Machin- 
ery, Fiscal Years 1892 to 1902 and 1906. 
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EUclrical machinci and scientific intlrumenls, — Electrical machin- 
ery grew from a total exporution of $2,000,000 in 1898 to $7,869,137 
in 1906, and of the latter sum about one-fourth represented the 
value of exports sent to Europe, the United Kingdom being the 
largest purchaser. The total value ot electrical machinery sent 
to the United Kingdom alone grew from $380,354 in 1898 to $1,153,528 
in 1906. To British North America over 2 million dollars worth 
was sent in 1906; to Mexico, $974,248; to Japan, $726,492; and lo 
Cuba, $528,566. 

Exports f)f scientific instruments have increased from $1,388,117 
in 1892 to $10,887,774 in 1906; and of this $10,887,774 worth of 
high-grade manufactures exported in 1906, nearly one-half went 
to Europe and more than one-tbird to the United Kingdom. The 
total exports to the United Kingdom ot this class ot ii

iDclading telegraph, telephone, and othet iuBtramenta of thb 
choiacter, amouDted in 1892 to leas than a half millioD dollars, and 
in 1906 to over $3,500,000 to Germany, in 1892 about $100,000, and 
in 1902 to nearly $400,000. Conai^menta of this claae were sent 
to every European country in each year from 1898 to 1906, and in 
moat cases in increasing quantities. To South America, Africa, 
and to the Orient their exports are also increasing. To China the 
value of this class of exports grew from less than $2,000 in 1892 to 
over $50,000 in 1906; to British East Indies, from less than $1,400 
in 1892 to (145,000 in 1906; to Japan, from $6,000 in 1892 to $297,000 
in 1906; while shipments were also made in the latter year to the 
Dutch East Indies, Korea, Asiatic Russia, Turkey in Asia, British 
and French Oceania, the Canary Islands, Liberia, French Africa, 
British Africa, Portuguese Africa, and Egypt. 

Sewing matMntt, typeurritert, and eathrcgutert. — Of the $7,272,868 
worth of sewing machines exported in 190G one-half went to Europe 
and nearly one-fourth to the United Kingdom alone, while the re- 
mainder was widely distributed over the world, including all the 
Central American States, Mexico, and the West Indies, South 
America, China, the British and Dutch East Indies, Japan, Korea, 
Asiatic Russia, Turkey in Asia, British Australasia, British and 
French Oceania, the Philippine Islands, German, French, British 
and Portuguese Africa, Newfoundland and Labrador, Madagascar, 
and Egypt. Shipments of locomotives during this period were made 
to nearly all European countries, including the United Kingdom, 
France, and Germany; to all of the Centra! American States; to the 
British West Indies. Cuba, Haiti, and Santo Domingo; to seven of 
the South American States, to China, Japan, Korea, Asiatic Russia, 
and the British and Dutch East Indies; to British Australasia and to 
British, French, and Portuguese Africa. 

American typewriting machines are exported to all parts of the 
world, the value of this class of exportations having increased from 
$1,453,117 in 1897, the firet year in which they were separately enu- 
merated, to $5,126,374 in 1906. Shipments were made in 1906 to 
nearly every European country, those to the United Kingdom 
amounting to over $1,400,000 in value; those to Germany almost a 
half million dollars, while to other pacts of the world the distribution 
included British North America, all of the Central American States; 
Mexico; British, Dutch, French and Danish West Indies; Cuba, 
Haiti, and Santo Domingo; nearly all of the South American coun- 
tries; China, Japan, Hongkong. Korea, British and Dutch East 
Indies, Asiatic Russia, Turkey in Asia; to British Australasia. 
British and French Oceania, the Philippine Islands; and to Africa, 
including British, French, and Portuguese Africa, Liberia, Egypt, 
and the Canary Islands, 

Shipments of cash registers in 1906 amounted to nearly 2} million 
dollars in value, of which $687,394 went to the United Kingdom and 
$670,012 to Germany. China, British East Indies, Japan, British 
Australasia, British and Portuguese Africa, Uruguay, Peru, Chile, 
Colombia, and the Central American States were among the coun- 
tries to which exports were sent. 

Waitha.—T\ie exportation of American watches grew from 
$200,000 in 1892 to over $1,000,000 in 1906, and shipments were made 
to the principal European countries, including in 1906, $182,860 to 
the United Kingdom and $64,766 toGermany. To Asia and Oceania 
the exports of this class of merchandise show a steady gain. To 
the British East Indies the exportations grew from $3,000 in 1893 
to $18,654 in 1906; and to Japan from leas than $4,000 in 1892 to 
$232,467 in 1906. 

Othrr madtinery, — The exports of metal-working machinery in- 
creased from $4,618,683 in 1898 to $6,445,612 in 1906, of which latter 
sum seven-eighths went to Europe and one-fifth to the United 
Kingdom, a slightly larger sum being taken by Germany. 

Laundry machinery, printing presses, shoe machinery, locomo- 
tives, and stationary engines are also sent to all parts of the globe. 



AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS. 

llie growth in the exportation of agricultural implements hu been 
rapid. Prior to 1864 they were not considered of sufficient import- 
ance as an export to justify a separato classification. In 1864 the total 
value of agricultural implements exported from the United States 
waa$611,152; in 1870 it was a million dollars; in 1880, 2^ millions; in 
1890, 31 millions; in 1895, 5} millions; in 1899, 12 millions; in 1900, 
16 millions; and in 1906, 24) millions. 



Of the exports in 1906, nearly 13 million dollars worth went to 
Europe; 3 millions to North America; 6] millions to South America; 
nearly a million dollars worth to Oceania, and about half a million 
dollars each to Asia and Africa. The chief growth in the exportation 
of agricultural implements has been to Europe. In 1892 the total 
exports to Europe was $1,805,419; in 1895, $3,071,469; in 1899, 
$7,442,664; in 1901, $10,494,530; and in 1906, $12,803,604. 

The followii^ table shows the exports of agricultur&l implements 
from the United States, by grand divisions, from 1S91 to 1906:

The Bureau of Statistics classifies agricultural implements under 
three groups: Mowers and reapers, plows and cultivators, and "all 
other." Of the 24) million dollars worth exported in 1906, over 12 
millions represented the value of mowers and reapers, over 4 mil- 
lions plows and cultivators, and the remaining 8^ millions miscel- 
laneous fanning machinery and separato parts of the various claaeea 
o[ agricultural machinery.

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Of the 12 million dollara worth of mowere and reapers exported 
trom the United States in 1906 nearly 9 million dollaiB worth went 
to Europe and 2i million dollara worth to South America. Of the 
exports of mowers and reapers to Europe, aggr^ating 9 million 
dollara in 1906, the value of ibe shipments lo Russia in Europe was 
13,036,751; to Prance, $2,125,002; to Argentina, $2,096,353; to 
Germany, $1,411,851; to Netherlands, $531,276, and to llie United 
Kingdom. $433,185. The exports of mowers and rcapcis from the 
United States to Russia in Europe have increased in value from 
$81,733 in 1892 to $3,036,251 in 1906; those to France from $345,086 
in 1892 to $2,125,092 in 1906, and those to Germany from $222,261 
in 1892 to $1,411,851 in 1906. To Argentina the exports of mowers 
and reapers increased from $644,085 in 1892 to $2,096,353 in 1906, 
and to Canada the figures of 1892 were $47,164, and those of 1906 
were $284,306. 

COPPER AND ITS MANUFACTURES. 

Copper forms the second largest item in the exportation of manu- 
factured articles from the United States, the valuo of its manufac- 
tures exported in 1906 being $81,282,664, or 12 per cent of the total 
exports of manufacturen. In this article the development of the 
export trade has occurred almost exclusively within recent ycare. 
Prior to 1868 the exports of copper had never reached as much as 
$1,000,000. and from that period down to 1891 ranged from 1 to 5 
millions. In 1S92 the total amounted to 71 millions; in 1894, 19} 
millions; in 1897, 31) millions; in 1699, 30 millions; in 1900, 57} 
mtltions. and in 1906, 81 millions. This phenomenal growth was 
due to the very great demand for copper throughout the world, 
resultii^ from the increased use of electricity as a motive power 
and for illuminating purposes. 

OBOORAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION. 

Naturally a very large proportion of the exports of copper, chiefly 
used as it is for the purposes above indicated, has been to European 
countries. Of the 81 million dollars worth exported in 1906. 73 
million dollara worth went to Europe, 3) millions to North America. 
140 thousand dollara to South America, about 37 thousand dollars 
in value to Oceania, and over 4 millions to Asia. 

The following table shows the exports of copper manufactures 
from the United States, by grand divisions, from 1891 to 1906: 



Europe in 1906 were $72,496,278, of which $8,890,952 went to the 
United Kingdom, $23,808,831 to Netherlands, $12,792,167 to Prance, 
and $17,620,113 to Germany. The increase has been most strongly 
marked in the exports to the United Kingdom, Germany, and Neth- 
erlands, those lo the United Kingdom having grown from li mil- 
lions in 1892 to $9,664,818 in 1906, those to Germany from \eeB than 
a million in 1892 to over 17) millions in 1906, while thoee to the 
Netherlands also grew from about 1) millions in 1892 to nearly 24 
millions in 1906. 

MINERAL OILS. 

Mineral oil, or petroleum, in the refined or manufactured stale, 
forms the third largest item of exports of manufacturts as classified 
by the Bureau of Statistics. This article is of comparatively recent 
record in the exportation of manufactures. The first year in which 
it was separately slated was 1864, when the total value of refined 
mineral oil exported «-as $6,918,502. Two yeara later, in 1866, the 
total amounted to $18,814,966; in 1869 it bad reached $28,589,278; 
in 1870 it was $30,431 ,668; in 1880, $34,291,418; in 1890, $44,058,854; 
in 1900, $68,247,588, and in 1906, $77,025,196, or over 10 percent 
of the total value of manufactures exported. 

Under the general classification of refined mineral oils are 
included illuminating oil, lubricating and heavy paraffin, naphthas 
and all lighter products of distillation and residuum. Illuminating 
oil forms by far the largest share of the group of products included 
under the general term of refined or manufactured mineral oil. The 
value of the illuminating oil exported amouuted to 33) million 
dollars in 1892 and 54 millions in 1906. Measured by quantity, the 
growth was from 564 million gallons in 1892 to 864 millions in 1906. 
Lubricating oils increased their exportations even more rapidly 
proportionally than the illuminating, the value in 1892 being, in 
round terms, 5 million dollara, and in 1906 nearly 18 millions. The 
total value of all manufactured or refined mineral oils exported grew 
from $39,704,152 in 1892 to $77,025,196 in 1906. Other featun-« of 
the mineral oil trade are discuseeii on page 8.

and in 1906, 73 millions. The form in which it is exported is 
chiefly in ingots, plates, and bars. The total exportations to 



Europe and Asia are the chief markets for American mineral oils. 

ToEurope the exports in 1906 were $45,804,398; to ,\Bia. $14,505,790; 
to South America, $7,349,752: to North America, $3,304,745; to 
Oceania. $2,886,609; and to Africa. $3,173,902. Thus about 
two-thirds of the total value of mineral oils exported from the 
United States goes to Europe, and the proportion a decade ago 
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was About the same. In 1S92 the total value of rulin<^t mineral 
oil exported from the Uniti^ii Statce waa $39,704,152. Of thie 
$24,396,352 went to Europe; $8,931,406 lu Asia; $2,798,054 U) 
South America; $1,467,724 to North Americai $1,286,551 to 
Oceania: and $824,065 t<> Africa. Tu Europe Che increase in 
the exports during the period from 1892 U) 190G was 21 million 
doltara; to South America 5 millioDB; lo Aaia and Africa nearly

MANUFACTURES OF WOOD. 

Fourth in order in the list of manufactures exported are manufac- j 
turea of wood, which amounted in 1906 to $65,214,094. The growth ; 
in thia class of manufactures has been comparatively uniform and 
unbroken. An awakening interest is being manifested in the eco- 
nomic handling and conaervation of our forests, and if the measures ; 
looking to this end which are already under way can be carried into 
general effect there aeems good reason to believe that the United 
States may rely upon a large and permanent increase in exports u[ 
products of the forest. I 



Boards, deals, and planks" constituted the largest aii^le item of 
the exports in question in 1906, under which head Europe took 
nearly 13 million dollara, the chief participating countries being 
the United Kingdom, nearly 5J millions; Germany, over 2 millions; 
the Netherlands, 2] millions: Belgium, nearly 1 million. The value 
of boards, deals, and planks aent to North America in 1906 was about 
8 million dollars, Canada taking 2] million dollars' worth; Cuba 
nearly the i<ame amount: and Mexico a little Ices than 3 millions. 
Tf South America in 1906. corresponding exports amounted to over 
^i million dollars in value, distriliutcd by leading factora as follows:

The aecond largest item in 1906 was sawed timber, the exports of 
which amounted to $10,649,310, by far the greater part being taken 
by Europe ($7,516,164), with North America aecond ($1,612,609). 
The principal receiving countries in Europe were; United King- 
dom, $4,476,600; Italy,t943,323; the Netherlands, $765,569; France, 
$5.^9,857; Germany, $479,532. The leading North American coun- 
trien taking sawed lumber from the Uniiwi States in 1906, were: 
Mexico, $886,576, and Canada, $585,142. Furniture also formed an 
important factor in the exports of manufactures of wood in 1906, 
amnuntin;; to $5,252,230 in value. 

MANUFACTURES OF COTTON. 

Manufacturea of cotton aland fifth in the list of manufactures 
exported from the United Slates, the U>tai for 1906 being $52,044,033. 
The growth in exports of this claw of manufactures has been rapid in 
the last two years, but is not yet fully up lo what might naturally be 
expected in view of the fact that the United States is the world's 
chief producer of raw cotton, its production being fully threi>-lourthe 
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of that of the entire world. The value of cottoD manufacturee ' 
exported from tiie United Statea was, in 1S30, 1^ million dollaiB; in , 
1&40, 3i millions; in 1650, 4) milliona; in 1S60, 11 milliona; in 1870 
(owing to the falling oS in production during the war period), 3} 
milliona; in 1880, about 10 millione, and in 1890, about 10 millions. 
From 1890 a marked increase occurred, the figures of 1892 being 13| 
milliona^ 189G, 161 millions; 1S9T, 21 millions; 1899, 23] millions; 
1900, 24 milliona, and in 1906, 53 million dollars.

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Uncolored cloths form by far the largest item in the classificatbn 
of cotton manufactures exported. Of the 53 million dollars' worth , 
of cotton manufacturea exported in 190S, over 36 millions reprc- ' 
sented the valueof uncolored cotton cloths; nearly 7 milliona colored 
cloths; nearly 4} millions wearing apparel, and 5} milliona miscel- : 
laneous articles. Of the uncolored cotton cloths sent abroad in 1906 
(forming more than two-thirds of the total exports of cotton manu- ' 
faetures), over 29 million dollars' worth went lo China, as against 
less than 1 million dollars' worth to any other single country except ' 
Aden. The increase in the exportation of cotton cloths from the 1 
United States to China has been rapid. In 1892 the exporls of | 
uncolored cotton clotha from the United States to China amounted 
to$3,881,746 in value, and in 1906, as already indicated, $29,377,179. 
Meaaured by quantity thegrowth to China was from 65 million yards 
in 1892 to 494 million yards in 1906. 

The second largest purchaser of American uncolored cotton cloths 
is Aden, fl,572,394; Colombia following with (814,090; Cuba, 
1640,011; and British East Indies, $538,068. 



LEATHER AND ITS MANUFACTURES. 

Leather and its manufactures stand sixth in the list of the great 
articles or groups of arttclee of manufacture exported from the 
United Slates, amounting in 1906 to (40,642,858. The value of 
tho exports by classes for the years 1893 to 1902 and for 1906 is shown 
in the following table:

Naturally the bulk of cotton manufactures goes u> other than 
European countries, since the principal countries of Europe arc 
large manufacturers of cotton goods, although drawing a large pro- 
portion of their supply of raw material from the United States. Of 
the total exportation of cotton manufactures from the United States 
in 1900, amounting to nearly 53 million dollars, 33 millions went to 
Asia, 10 millions to North America, 31 millions to South America, 
3} millions to Europe, 1 j millions to Oceania, and less than a million 
dollars' value to Africa, Thegrowth in the exportations of cotton 
manufactures during the period under discuraion has been chiefly to 
Aeia. The total exports of cotton manufactures to Asia in 1892 
amounted to $4,517,080, and in 1906, $32,919,086; to North America 
in 1892, $3,182,674, and in 1906, $10,166,128; to South America in 
1892. $2,859,411, and in 1906. $3.G72,676; to Oceania in 1892. 
$1,015,948, and in 1906, $1,735,542, to Africa in 1892, $680,247, and 
in 1906, $782,224; and to Europe in 1892, $970,917, and in 1906, 
$3,668,377. 
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The chief articles included under the classification of leather and 
its manufactures arc upper leather (including splits, buff, grain, 
etc.), 17i million dollars: sola leather, over 8 millions; boots and 
shoes, 9 millions; kid and glazed, nearly 2 millions, and the remain- 
der made up of harness and saddles, patent liiather, and other 
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claBBcaof leather not specified. The general growth has been steady 
and freo from material fluctuations. In 1860 they amounted to 
1} million dollara; in 1880 had reached 6] millions; in 1890, 12) 
millioiu; in 1900, 27^ millions, and in 1906 over 40) millions. 
The most rapid growth in the exportations of leather and its manu- j 
facturee from the United States in recent years has been in upper | 
leather, boots, and shoes. Exports of upper leather, other than 
glazed kid and patent, have increased from 3i millions in 1892 to 
ni million dollars in 1906, while exports ol boots and shoes increased 
from half a million dollars in value in 1893 tu ovlt 9 millions in 190G. 



More than two-thirds of this goes to Europe, the total exported to 
that grand division in 1906 being $26,738,996; to North America, 
»8,332,706; to Oceania (chiefly Australasia). $1,585,080; to South 
America, $1,325,227; to Africa, $305,282, and to Asia, $2,355,567. 
Comparing 1892 with 1906, the growth has been: To Europe, from 
$10,031,679 in 1892 to $26,738,996 in 1906, and tn North America, 
from $1,276,006 in 189.2 to $8,332,706 in 1906. The value of exports 
of manufactures of leather, by grand divisions, is shown in the fol- 
lowing tabic: 
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Of the 171 million dollars' worth o( "splits, buff, grain, and all 
other upper leather "exported in 1906, nearly 9) million dollars' 
worth went to the United Kingdom, over li millions tu Germany, 
IJ millions to France, about 1 million dollars' worth tu Neiheriands, 
the remainder being widely scattered — a half million dollars' worth 
to British Australasia, a half million to Belgium, and nearly aa much 
to Japan, Comparing with earlier years, the exports to the United 
Kingdom increased from 3} millions in 1892 to 9} millions in 1906. 

Of the 9 million dollars' worth of boots and shoes exported in 1906, 
nearly 2 million dollars' worth went to the United Kingdom, 1} 
millioQ dollars' worth to Cuba, over \\ million dollars' worth to 
Mexico, and over 1 million dollars' worth to Canada. The increase 
inshipmentsof boots and shoes from the United States to the United 
Kingdom has been very rapid during the period, the total value in 
1892 being but $2,109, and in 1906, $1,862,747. The number of 
pairs sent \a the United Kingdom from the United States was, in 
1892, 1,507, and in 1906, 866,211; to Cuba, in 1892, 209,169, and in 
1906, 1.448,092: to Mexico, in 1892, 17,302. and in 1906, 848,398; to 
Canada, in 1892, 176,909, and in 1906, 040,456, The total number 
of pairs of boots and shoes sent abroad from the United States in 1906 
was 5,672.249, and of this number nearly one-halt went to British 
territory, distributed a" follown: United Kingdom, 866,211; Canada, 
640,456; British West Indies, 366,756; British Australasia, 208,065; 
British Ea-it Indies, 16,823; British Africa. 70.224; Newfoundland 
and Labrador, 26,967^ British Guiana, 33,309; Bermuda, 47,788,

DISTRIBUTION OF PRINCIPAL MANUFACTURES. 



Considering the principal articles which the various grand divi- 
sions and countries lake frocn the manufacturers of the United 
States it may be said that the total \'alue of iron and steel manufoc- 
turee from the United States taken by Europe grew from 7J- million 
dollars in 1892 to 44 millions in 1906, and that of this total machinery 
formed by far the lai^est item. Metal-working machinery pur- 
chased by Europe from the United States in 1900 amounted to over 
7 million dollars; electrical machinery, to over 2 millions; sewing 
machines, nearly 3 millions; locomotives, 2\ million dollars; type- 
writers, 21 million dollars; and machinery not separately specified, 
about 7 million dollars. Pipes and fittings amounted to over 2 mil- 
lion dollars; builders' hardware, over 3} millions; steel rails, over 
a half million dollars; and tools, more than a million dollars. For 
various reasons, chiefly the excessive home demand, the figures for 
1906 ar« in some cases somewhat less than those of 1900. Of agri- 
cultural implements Europe look from ihe United Stat*B in 1906 
practically 13 million dollars' worth, of which two-thirds repre- 
sented the value of mowers and reapers, about 1 million, plows and 
cultivators; and about 3 million, other miscellaneous agricultural 
machinery and parts thereof. 

Of leather and its manufactures Europe took in 1906 nearly 27 
million dollars, considerably over one-half of which was "upper" 
leather for use in manufacturing boots and shoes. Of mineral oils 
Europe took in 1906 nearly 46 million dollars' worth, of which 28 mil- 
lions was illuminating oil; 13} millions, lubricating oil; and about 2 
milt ions, naphthas. 

Among Ihe other important manufactures of the United States 
taken by Europe in 1906 were cotton manufactures, 3J millions; 
scientific instruments, over 4J millions; paper, and its manufac- 
tures, over 3 millions; and paraffin, 7^ million dollars' worth. 

AiiMlria- Hungary. — Exports of manufactures from the United 
States to Austria-Hungary have grown from $151,219 in 1892 to 
$6,356,741 in 1906, the largest items being manufactured copper, 
which increased in value from $12,000 to $3,778,880: iron and steel 
manufactures, which increased from $18,757 to $677,241; paraffin. 
from $10,840 to $84,767; and agricultural implemenls, from $36,069 
in 1892 to |41S,423 in 1906. 

Belgium. — The exports of manufactures from the United States 
to Belgium incroosed from $3,953,241 in 1892 to $15,132,479 in 1906, 
the largest items being, in the order name<l, mineral oils, $3,675,524, 
compared with $1,782,477 in 1892; iron and steel manufactures, 
$2,441,883 in 1906, compared with $424,131 in 1892; chemicals, 
drugs, etc., $1,060,863 in 1906, against $170,639 in 1892; leather 
manufactures, $942,597 in 1906, against $463,993 in 1892, and copper 
$900,095 in 1906, as against $374,810 in 1892. 

Prance. — The exports of American manufactures to France grew 
from $6,049,976 in 1802 to $30,002,357 in 1906, copper manufaoturee 
being the largest item, the value for 1906 being $12,794,388, against 
$2,560,549 in 1892; mineral oils, refined, $4,048,524 in 1502, as com- 
pared with $739,280 in 1892; iron and steel manufactures, $3,341,407 
in 1906, i^ainHt $775,345 in 1892. Agricultural implements showed

States amounted in 1906 to 182 million dollars, while Europe look 
318J millions and tbe other parls of the world the remaining 186} 
millions of the lotal exports of that year. Of the 182 million dollars' 
worth of manufactures of the United States taken by North Ameri- 
can countries in 1906, iron and steel manufactures amounted to 72 
million dollars, against 13 millions in 1892 and 14 millions in 1895; 
agricultural implements amounted to 3 million doltara, against 
$338,825 in 1892, cotton manufactures, $10,000,000; against $3,000,- 
000 in 1891 ; cars and carriages amounted to nearly 8 million dollara 
in 1906, against 1 million dollara in 1892; chemicals, drugs, and 
dyes, including patent medicines, nearly 5) millions, against 2 
millions in 1893; manufactures of leather, 8^ millions, against 11 
million dollars in 1892; mineral oils, 3} millions, against 1) millions 
in 1892. 

Canada. — Exports of manufactures from the United Slates grew 
from $9,233,608 in 1892 to $90,485,933 in 1906. Tbe largest items 
in 1906 were manufactures of iron and steel, cotton manufactures, 
copper manufactures, leather and its manufactures, agricultural im- 
plements, household goods, and cheinicals. 

ilextco. — The exports of manulactureB from the United Stiitca 
grew from $7,767,020 in 1892 to $40,406,057 in 1906, Of the latter 
sum, iron and steel formed nearly one-half the value, having in- 
creased fnDm $3,834,343 in 1892 lo $17,843,609 in 1906. Otlier items 
in 1906 were cars and carri^es, $2,168,299; leather and ita manu- 
factures, $1,891,916; chemicals, drugs, and dyes, $1,377,630, and 
coke, $1,260,921. 

South America's purchases of manufactures from the United 
States in 1906 amounted to nearly 64^ million dollara, or 86 per 
cent of its total purcbases of American products in that year. Of 
this 64] million dollars value, manufacturca of iron and steel 
amounted to nearly 19i million dollara; agricultural implements, 
6} millions; mineral oils, 7) millions, and cotton manufactures 
over 3) millions. 



Asia took in 1906 manufactures from the United States ai 
tng to 78} million dollars, or 74 per cent of i\s total importation 
from the United States, Of this 781 million dollara value, cotton 
manufactures amounted to nearly 33 millions, against 4) millions 
in 1892; manufacturca of iron and steel, over 12 millions; mineral 
oils, 14i millions, and the remainder miscellaneous articles. Asia 
has increased her purchases of manufacturca from the United States 
from 15 million dollara value in 1892 to 78) milliona in 1906. 

China. — Exports of American manufactures to China grew from 
$5,439,563 in 1892 to $41,812,212 in 1906. Cotton manufactures 
formed by far the largest item in 1906, being $29,811,370, against 
$3,892,963 in 1892. Mineral oils were next in value, being $4,255,- 
892 in 1906, against $1,251,025 In 1892. 

Japan. — Exports of manufactures from the United States in- 
creased from $2,748,403 in 1892 to $21,318,797 in 1906, the largest 
item in 1906 being iron and steel manufactures, which grew from 
$197,432 in 1892 to $8,639,170 in 1906; mineral oils increased 
from $1,812,4.30 in 1892 to $4,207,257 in 1906, and leather and its 
manufactures from $149,949 in 1892 to $2,138,528 in 1906. 



The consumption of American manufactures by Oceania has 
grown from llj million dollars in 1892 to 29i millions in 1906. Of 
this amount iron and steel manufactures amounted to over 9 million 
dollars; mineral oils, nearly 3 million dollars; cotton manufactures, 
1} million dollars; leather manufacturer, 2J million dollars; agri- 
cultural implements, I million dollara, and chemicals, drugs, and 
dyes, etc., neariy 1 million dollars. 

British Atutralasia. — The total exports of American manufactures 
gr«wfromt8,662,S18in 1892 to $25,679,635 in 1906,4he largest items 
being iron and steel manufactures, which increased from $2,270,161 
in 1892 to $8,326,538 in 1906; mi nigral oils, from $1,141,456 in 1892 to 
$2,671,167 in 1906; tobacco manufactures, from $1,232,513 in 1892 
to $1,592,237 in 1906; cotton manufactures, from $132,199 in 1892 to 
$1,285,085 in 1906; leather and its manufactures (chiefly upper 
leather and boots and shoet^), from $312,663 in 1892 to $1,170,746 in 
1906; paper and i la manufactures, from $300,615 in 1892 to $904,362 
in 1906; agricultural implement-s, from $323,936 in 1892 to $863,350 
in 1906, and cara and carriages, from $407,008 in 1S92 to $795,402 in 
1906. 

Of tbe 13 million dollara' worth of manufactures of the United 
Statca taken by Africa in 1906, 4 million dollara represented tbe 
value of iron and eteel manufacturca; 3 millions, mineral oils; over 
31 million dollars, cotton goods; about a half million dollara, agri- 
cultural implements; and the remainder miacellaneous articles. 

Briiiih A/riea.—T\ie total exports of American manufactures grew 
from $2,622,324 in 1892 to $9,227,283 in 1906, of which latter sum iron 
and steel manufactures, mineral oils, cotton manufactures, and agri- 
cultural implements formed the lat^cst items. 



The United Kingdom and ils dependent territory are by tar the 
largest consumers of manufactures of the United States. Of tbe 
total exports of manufactures from the United States in 1906, amountr 
ing to $686,023,169, the value of $276,073,370, or 40 per cent, went 
to British territory, and of this 276 million dollara. $133,459,035 
went to the United Kingdom, $91,646,048 (o British North .Vmerica, 
$25,679,635 to British Australasia, and $9,227,263 to British Africa. 
The growth in the exportation of American manufactures to British 
territory in the last decade has been very great, and much more 
rapid than that of other products. The total value of manufactures 
of the United States exported to British territory in 1892 was 
$69,382,555 and in 1906, as already stated, $276,073,370. 
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IMPORTS OP MANUFACTURERS' MATERIALS. 

This discussion of the exportation of American manufactures and 
their distribution to the various countries of the world would 
scarcely be complete without a statement of the dependence of the 
producers of these manufactures upon foreign countries for the mate- 
rial from which they are in part produced. The importation of 
manufacturers' material is much greater in value than the exporta- 
tion of finished manufactures. The manufacturers of the coimtry, 
in other words, send abroad their surplus product in exchange for 
the material for manufacturing which they draw from abroad. In 
1906 the importation of manufacturers' materials was $634,986,750, 
of which $414,481,986 was crude material and $221,480,600 partly 
manufactured for further use in manufacturing, and the exportation 
of finished manufactures was $307,801,154. The increased activity 
of the manufacturers of the United States and the constant exten- 
sion of their lines of production are yearly increasing their require- 
ments for the products of other countries for use in that manufac- 
turing. 

Among the articles not included in the group of finished manufac- 
tures are those utilized by manufacturers in the production of other 
manufactures, such, for example, as leather, paints, cotton and 
woolen yams, spun silk, pig iron and iron and steel bars, blooms 
and billets, and many of the chemicals. These articles are in the 
general classification of imports included under "for further use in 
manufacturing," but for this discussion of the general importation of 
manufactures they have been brought together with all other manu- 
factures, regardless of the classifications or subclassifications which 
are used in the analysis of the imports of the coimtry. Articles 
manufactiured in part or in whole, whether for use in the form in 
which imported, for use in manufacturing, or for a further stage of 
manufacture, haye been brought together in the table which fol- 
lows. It therefore shows the importation of all manufactured arti- 
cles regardless of other grouping into classes and subclasses in the 
general classification of imports made by the Bureau of Statistics in 
its monthly and annual reports; and in this form will give to those 
interested in the manufactures of the United States a view of the 
field yet open to the manufacturing interests of the country. 

The importation of raw silk, which is brought halfway round the 
globe, increased from a half million pounds in 1870 to over 17 mil- 
lions in 1906; India rubber, from 9) million pounds in 1870 to 58 
millions in 1906; fibers and textile grasses, from 118 thousand tons 
in 1880 to 307 thousand tons in 1906; copper, from 5 million pounds 
in 1880 to 291 millions in 1906; tin, from 32 million pounds in 1880 to 
93 millions in 1906, and cotton (chiefly Egyptian), from 3 J million 
pounds in 1880 to 97 millions in 1906. The raw material imported 
for use in manufacturing, which amounted in 1820 to only 2 million 
dollars, had by 1850 grown to 4 millions; 1860, 37 millions; 1890, 
170 millions; 1900, 276 millions, and in 1906, 414J million dollars' 
value, or two hundred times as much as in 1820, over thirty times as 
much as in 1850, and more than twice as much as in 1890. 

Raw materials imported for use in manufacturing formed in 1820 
less than 4 per cent of the total imports into the United States; in 
1850, less than 6 per cent; in 1890, 21i per cent, and in 1906, 34 per 
cent of the total imports. The principal articles included in this 
group, "articles in a crude condition which enter into the various 
processes of domestic industry," are: Hides and skins, the imports 
of which in 1906 amounted to 84 million dollars in value; raw silk, 
53 millions; fibers and textile grasses, 37 millions; india rubber 
and gutta-percha, 46 millions; copper, 32 millions; chemicals, 
drugs, and dyes, 28i millions; tin, 31 millions; wool, 39 millions; 
cotton, 11 millions; unmanufactured iron and steel, 10 millions; 
furs and fur skins, undressed, 13 millions, and wood, 8J millions. 

Another group of articles used by manufacturers includes those 
designated as "articles wholly or partially manufactured for use as 
materials in the manufactures and mechanic arts." It includes 
chemicals, drugs, and dyes, not included in the class of raw materi- 
als, 43 million dollars in value: iron and steel. mannfa<ture8 thereof. 



used as material in manufacturing, 17 millions; wood and manu- 
factures, 22 millions; oils, 61 millions. The partially or wholly 
manufactured articles imported for use in manufacturing have 
ranged in value from 4 million dollars in 1820 to 27) millions in 1850, 
117 millions in 1890, and 220 millions in 1906, and have formed on. 
an average about 5 per cent of the total imports from 1820 to 1906. 
With the development of manufacturing processes in the United 
States and the facilities for utilizing raw material instead of the 
partially manufactured material, the growth in importation of the 
raw materials has been much more rapid than that of the partially 
manufactured materials. 

The importation of raw materials in 1820 amounted to only 2 mil- 
lion dollars, and that of partially manufactured materials to a little 
over 4 millions, the value of the partially manufactured materials 
being practically twice as great as the value of the raw materials at 
that time. In 1906, however, the importations of raw materials for 
use in manufacturing were valued at 414 millions, and those of 
partially manufactured materials for use in manufacturing, at 220 
millions. Thus raw materials, which in 1820 were about one-half 
as great in value as the partially manufactured materials for use in 
manufacturing, were, in 1906, nearly twice as great as the partially 
manufactured materials. The value of raw materials imported in 
1906 for use in manufacturing was more than two hundred times 
that of 1820, while that of partially manufactured materials in 1906 
was only about fifty-five times as great as in 1820. 

Combining the two groups of manufacturers' materials, ** crude 
materials for use in manufacturing" and "manufactures for further 
use in manufacturing," they give a total importation of manufac- 
tures' materials in 1820 of 6 million dollars; in 1850, 38) millions; 
in 1890, 287) millions, and in 1906, 635 million dollars; and the 
share which they form of the total imports has grown from 11.12 per 
cent in 1820 to 51.77 per cent in 1906; while imports of other than 
manufacturers' materials fell from 88.88 per cent of the total in 1820 
to 48.23 per cent in 1906. 

The increase in the importations of manufacturers' materials has 
been extremely rapid in recent years, the total having advanced 
from 301 millions in 1892 to 635 millions in 1906. The two groups 
which combined form the total importation of manufacturers' 
materials formed in 1882, 31.74 per cent of the total imports, and in 
1906, 51.77 per cent of the greatly increased imports. The remarka- 
ble increase in the total imports of the United States during recent 
years is due chiefly to the increased importation of manufacturers' 
materials. The importation of all articles other than manufactur- 
ers' materials amounted in 1892 to 526 million dollars, and formed 
63.61 per cent of the total imports, but by 1906 had only increased 
to 5911 million dollars, and formed but 48.23 per cent of the total; 
the total imports, meantime, having increased from $827,402,462 to 
$1,226,562,446. 

The share which imported articles form of the total materials used 
by the manufacturers of the United States is difficult to determine 
with accuracy, though a comparison of the figures of importation of 
manufacturers' materials with the census figures of materials used 
by manufacturers seems to indicate that about 10 per cent of the 
total raw materials used by American manufacturers is imported. 
The census states the total cost of raw materials used in 1900 by the 
manufacturers of the United States at $2,389,140,942. The Bureau 
of Statistics figures state the total value of articles in a crude con- 
dition imported for use in manufacturing in the fiscal year 1900 at 
$276,241,152. This would seem to indicate that in round terms 
about 11 per cent of the raw materials used by the manufacturers of 
the United States is imported. 

IMPORTS OP MANUFACTURES. 

Notwithstanding the activity of the manufacturers of the United 
States and their ability to produce in excess of the requirements of 
the home market, manufactures still form an important feature of 
the imports of the United States. Many of these are articles into the 
production of which hand labor enters so largely that the people of 
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the United States have not found the field an inviting one, aince 
labor is BO much better paid in the United Statea that it finds no 
incentive to enter into competition in the production of articles of 
which hand labor forms the chief ccet. This is espcciall]' true with 
reference to silk and cotton laces and edgings and other articles 
chiefly produced by hand labor in Europe and the Orient. Impor- 
tations of ailk and cotton manufactures havf steadily grown with the 
increase of population in the United States and the increasing abil- 
ity on the part of the people to purchase thia class of manufacturea. 
Experiments have been made and are being made in the production 
of this class of goods by machinery, and in those claeees in which 



the production of articles by machinery becomes feasible, American 
manufacturers find thcmselvea able to compete with the producers 
of other sections of the world; but in those articles which must still 
be produced by hand labor little effort is made to compete with the 
produccre of Europe or the Orient, where wages paid are far lower 
than in the United States. The other classes of manufactiu^e stilt 
imported in la:^ quantities are chiefly those which the United 
States does not, fur climatic or other reaaons, produce in considerable 
quantities. *
